.i  planning  can  do  little  to  affect  the  factors  that  encourage  or  allow 

Negroes  to  move   into  built-up  areas.      These  factors  are: 

The  proximity  of  the  neighborhood  to  Negro  neighborhoods. 

The  socio-economic  status  of  the  Negroes  wishing  to  move.   Negroes 
with  a  high  economic  status  have  a  greater  chance  of  being  accepted. 

Growing  undesirability  of  the  neighborhood  to  white  people  because 
of  unsuitability  of  the  housing,  changed  accessibility,  crime  rates, 
tax  rates  and  assessments,  quality  of  schools  as  perceived  by  the 
parents,  quality  of  city  maintenance,  quality  and  quantity  of 
community  facilities,  zoning  and  subdivision  changes,  real  estate 
activity,  mortgage  availability,  liberalism  of  the  residents  and 
presence  of  Fair  Housing  legislation.
